■ The  ASBYU  Telephone  Polling  Service 
V s not  been  effective  to  date  in  gathering 
Jjdent  feedback.  The  first  poll  was 
liministered  several  weeks  ago,  but 
liganizational  problems  have  hampered 
Jthering  the  results.  Fillmore  says  the 
loblems  have  been  remedied  and  hopes 
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Bill  Fillmore 

to  make  the  telephone  surveys 
meaningful  “immediately.” 

The  President’s  hope  to  “establish 
on-campus  registration  and  voting  for 
national  elections”  was  sidetracked  by 
unexpected  legal  complications,  such  as 
the  Utah  Attorney  General’s 
interpretation  of  The  Supreme  Court’s 
“30-day  residency”  ruling.  However, 
George  Ryskamp  headed  a program  to_ 
inform  students  of  registration  deadlines 
and  voting  requirements  for  the  recent 
national  elections. 

The  booklet  “So  You  Want  to  Get 
Involved  at  BYU”  was  another  campaign 
promise,  but  .was  not  ready  for  students 


at  registration  as  was  hoped.  The  Council 
has  been  distributing  the  booklet  during 
its  dorm  visits  and  plans  are  being  made 
to  distribute  it  campus-wide. 

Fillmore’s  idea  to  “install  non-pay 
telephones  for  student  use  in  academic 
buildings”  depended  on  student  support. 
After  a student  survey  showed  86  per 
cent  of  the  students  were  in  favor  of  free 
telephones,  Fillmore’s  assistants  Lew 
Cramer  and  Steve  Fey  took  action  to  get 
permission  to  install  them.  Four  phones 
have  been  installed  to  date  in  the 
Richards  P.E.  Building,  the  Clark  Library, 
on  the  third  floor  ELWC  and  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  building.  The  possibility 
exists  that  other  phones  may  be  installed 
in  the  future 

Fillmore  also  wanted  to  “select  married 
couples  as  representatives  in  the 
President’s  Office.”  With  the 
establishment  of  the  Married  Students 
Council  led  by  Max  Christensen,  a 
number  of  successful  events  such  as  a 
Swap  Meet  and  a Baby  Contest  have  been 
sponsored.  A booklet  on  “Financial  Do’s 
and  Don’t’s  for  Young  Marrieds  in  Provo” 
will  be  published  this  spring  and  another 
Swap  Meet  will  be  conducted  Dec.  9. 

In  accomplishing  the  major  objectives 
of  his  administration  to  date,,  Fillmore 
acknowledged  the  support  of  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Council. 

“Each  member  of  this  year’s  Council 
has  been  very  responsible  in  his  own  area 
and  has  supported  me  and  Jeff  very  well. 
We  hope  to  increase  our  efficiency  with 
, their  help  in  the  future,”  he  said.

AS  A TEACHER,  Stocks  taught 
biology  at  South  Cache  High 
School  in  Hyrum  for  t\vo  years.  In 
the  ensuing  years  1 959  to  1 960  he 
attended  the  University  under  an 
academic' year  institute  program. 
He  then  obtained  his  master’s 
degree  in  Botany.  He  later  taught 
at  Ogden  High  School  in  the 
Biology  Dept. 

A former  bishop  of  the 
Edgemont  Second  Ward,  Dr. 
Stocks  also  served  on  the  stake’s 
high  council.  He  also  rendered 
service  as  a member  of  the 
bishopric  of  the  Pioneer  Second 
War  and  was  a high  priest. 

Dr.  Stocks  served  on  the  Provo 
Shade  Tree  Commission,  treasurer 
of  Sigma  V,  member  of  American 
Society  of  Plant  Physiologists, 
Utah  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Science,  Mycological  Society  and 
American  Forestry.

The  Banyan  is  now  offering 
space  to  campus  organizations  for 
pictures  and  information  about 
their  year’s  activities  at  half  the 
price  originally  announced, 
according  to  Editor  Ken  Harvey.

The  initial 
price  was  perhaps  too  high 
because  of  confusion  and 
inconsistency  in  past  years,  but 
we  also  have  managed  to  reduce 
production  costs  about  $5,000, 
which  also  helps.”

The  meeting  involved  gathering 
ideas  and  recommendations  for 
Neal  A.  Maxwell,  commissioner  of 
Church  Education.  Heading  the 
committee  was  Hal  Eyring, 
president  of  Ricks  College.  Other 
committee  representatives  were 
William  Jones  and  Robert  K. 
Thomas. 

The  Select  Committee  Report 
which  was  reviewed  contained 
four  main  ideas.  These  include 
recommendations  for  the 
development  of  centers  of 
excellence  with  an  emphasis  on 
higher  educational  and  research 
areas.  Graduate  programs  that 
correlate  directly  with  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom  and  programs 
valued  by  LDS  standards  were 
also  recommended  for  centers  of 
excellence. 

Practical  experiences  in 
education  such  as  internships  and 
delivery  systems  to  individuals 
were  advised,  and  a program  for 
volunteer  advisers  and  counselors 
was  suggested. 

Howard  Barnes  of  the  Business 
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Dept,  advised  the  report  was  too 
long  for  a summary  and  too  short 
to-be  an  operational  form,  while 
other  faculty  members  asserted 
graduate  programs  are  essential. 
Vice-president  Thomas  explained 
this  committee  does  not  preclude 
any  area,  yet  some  criteria  should 
be  established.

“If  you  wanted  to  kill  the  road 
and  put  in  a pedestrian  mall  you 
could  do  it,”  said  Brewster,  “and 
if  you  wanted  to  leave  it  as  it  is 
you  could  do  it.” 

The  “terrible  pedestrian 
situation”  Will  be  caused  by  the 
flow  of  students  in  and  6ut  of  the 
existing  Martin,  Widtsoe,  and 
Fletcher  buildings  and  the 
planned  library  addition,  the  new 
engineering  building  and  a 
possible  bookstore  addition,  said 
Brewster.

Cuban  government  tilts 
odds  against  hijackers 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A combination  of  tougher  judges  and 
Cuban  government  grown  tired  ^>f  hijackers  on  its  soil  is  slowly  tilth  ^ 
the  odds  against  successful  air  piracy. 

Just  this  week  a convicted  hijacker  was  sentenced  to  life  in  prisojk 
the  second  such  sentence  handed  down  for  the  offense  in  two  montl  ft: 
And  over  the  past  weekend  negotiations  began  in  Havana  over  how 
discourage  hijackers. 

The  Cuban  talks,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Swiss  who  represent  tl 
United  States  in  relations  with  Havana,  are  particularly  importa  - 
because  Cuba  is  the  favorite  destination  of  air  pirates. 

There  have  been  85  successful  hijack  flights  from  the  United  States 
Cuba,  destination  of  nearly  all  flights  commandeered  in  this  country. 

Havana  expressed  interest  in  finally  working  with  the  United  Stat  fci- 
on  the  hijack  problem  after  Cuban  authorites  arrested  three  men  wbi 
forced  a Southern  Airways  jet  tQ  Cuba  after  threatening  to  crash  in  1 
the  nuclear  plant  at  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn. 

There  have  been  159  hijack  attempts  since  1961,  and  101  of  the 
have  been  targeted  to  Cuba. 

One  reason  Cuba  has  been  chosen  is  because  the  Communist  islarl11 
nation  is  the  closest  haven  from  the  United  States.  There  are 
diplomatic  relations  between  the  countries,  other  than  superfici  ‘ 
representation  of  U.S.  interests  by  the  Swiss,  and  extradition  has  bet  £ 
impossible.

Utah  County  has  agreed  to  give 
between  $100,000  and  $150,000 
from  its  revenue-sharing  fund  to 
the  Utah  County  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse  and  Rehabilitation  for  a 
drug  rehabilitation  center  near  the 
old  Ironton  steel  plant  site  north 


of  Springville. 

A “Friendship  Home”  is  what 
Vern  Woolf,  BYU  professor  of 
religion  and  sociology,  says  the 
center  will  be  called.

The  home  was 
bought  two  years  ago  by  the 
county  to  be  razed  with  the  land 
to  be  used  for  parking  facilities 
for  the  nearby  county  building. 

•Woolf  and  Dr.  Richard  Walton, 
als.o  a BYU  professor  in 
educational  psychology, 
approached  county  commissioners 
to  ascertain  the  feasibility  of  using 
the  house.  Its  central  location  and 
street  level  front  were  factors  in

The  Wall 


Comes  tumbling  down 


The  best  thing  to  come  of  the 
growing  reconciliation  between 
the  two  Germanys  is  an  East 
German  amnesty  granted  to 
several  thousand  political  and 
criminal  prisoners. 

Exact  figures  are  lacking,  and 
most  of  the  prisoners  will  simply 
be  returning  to  their  homes  in 
East  Germany,  but  several 
hundred  claim  the  West  as  home 
and  are  being  permitted  to  return. 

Even  before  the  Wall  went  up  it 
was  easy  to  get  arrested  in  East 
Berlin.  It  was  the  one  good  hole  in 
the  Iron  Curtain,  and  scores  of 
people  used  it  to  flee  to  the  West. 
East  Berliners  learned  that  taking 
a suitcase  with  extra  clothing  onto 
the  S-Bahn  connecting  the  two 
halves  of  the  city  was  easily  worth 
a few  years  in  jail;  even  a 
toothbrush  could  do  the  trick. 

Westerners  also  learned,  to  their 
sorrow,  the  price  of  bringing 
Western  currency  or  newspapers, 
or  improperly  filled-out 
documents,  over  the  border. 
Hundreds  of  Berliners  lived  in  the 
East  and  worked  in  the  West,  and 
on  any  of  their  trips  could  run 
afoul  of  the  border  guards.  Over 
the  years,  hundreds  of  innocent 
citizens  from  both  sides  of  the 
city  were  jailed. 

On  August  11,  1961,  the  Wall 
went  up,  and  the  ground  rules 
changed  overnight.  The  Wall  did 
the  job  it  was  supposed  to ; it  cut 
the  torrent  of  refugees  to  a 
trickle.  In  the  days  before  it  was 
built,  the  East  German  economy 
was  verging  on  collapse,  with 
factories  limping  along  as  one  key 
worker  after  another  fled  to  the 
West.  Graduates  of  Humboldt 
University  Medical  School,  almost 
to  a man,  fled  the  day  they 
graduated.  West  German  medical 
authorities  appealed  to  their 
Eastern  colleagues  to  stay  in 
place,  and  Western  medical 
students,  lured  by  the  prospects 
of  heading  hospital  departments 
during  their  internship,  were 
actually  moving  to  the  East. 

THE  WALL  stopped  all  that. 


Getting  out  was  no  longer  a 
matter  of  boarding  the  S-Bahn;  it 
took  long  preparation  and  in  most 
cases  some  help  from  the  West. 
Even  so,  scores  of  East  Germans 
lost  their  lives  trying  it. 
Foreigners-mostly  businessmen 
and  a trickle  of  tourists-could 
still  go  in,  as  could,  oddly  enough, 
West  Germans.  But  West  Berliners 
were  now  barred  from  entering, 
regardless  that  all  of  them  had 
friends  or  relatives  in  the  Eastern 
half  of  the  city. 

The  arrests  continued.  People 
who  had  refugeed  in  the  early 
1950s  and  taken  out  West  German 
citizenship  were  quite  liable  to  be 
picked  up  if  they  tried  to  visit 
their  old.  homes.  Some  were  taken 
off  the  autobahns  trying  to  drive 
to  West  Berlin  through  East 
German  territory,  or  taken  off 
trains  which  stopped  en  route. 


All  such  “political”  prisoners 
have  now  been  amnestied,  even 
unto  half  a dozen  who  were 
promptly  arrested  as  soon  as  they 
reached  Western  soil.  They  had 
fled  to  the  East  to  escape  various 
criminal  indictments,  only  to  find 
themselves  in  jail  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Wall. 

Sooner  or  later  the  Wall  itsell 
will  go.  Throwing  it  up  was  ar 
outrage,  and  it  has  long  since 
outlived  its  usefulness  even  tc 
East  Germany.  No  one  expected  ii 
to  last  12  years,  but  no  one-anc 
certainly  not  the  Germar 
people-expected  their  country  tc 
be  divided  for  a quarter  of  i 
century. 

Berlin  may  yet  be  reunitec  i 
before  the  day  that  the  nation  ii  i 
once  ruled  can  heal  its  wounds.

People  are  dying  to  help  Clyff 
Allen  with  his  masters  thesis. 

At  least  they  come  close  to 
that.  For  when  the  BYU  graduate 
decided  to  invent  a new  way  of 
doing  portraits  using  live  face 
molds,  he  needed  volunteers  who 
could  breath  through  one  small 
hole  and  allow  themselves  to  .be 
blinded  and  mute  for  30  minutes. 

Death  masks  date  back  to  early 


Christian  times  when  sculptors 

made  molds  of  the  dead  to  put  on 
the  tops  of  their  coffins  for 
identification.  According  to  Allen, 
artists  Pegas  and  Segal  have 
experimented  with  this  type  of 
thing  but  not  as  extensively. 

“First  I tried  to  make  the  face 
out  of  chicken  wire,”  he  said, 
‘‘and  cover  that  with 
plaster-soaked  burlap.  Then  I tried 


to  styrofoam  mannikins  but 
neither  had  any  appeal.  No  life.” 

Obviously  he  had  to  use  real 
faces.  But  he  ran  into  a problem: 
no  one  would  let  him  make  a 
death  mask  of  them. 

The  only  solution  was  to  do  it 
of  himself  first.  “So  my  wife  had 
to  do  it,”  he  recounted.  “It  was 
very  painstaking  and  strange.  I 
had  to  direct  the  whole  thing  by 
writing  notes  to  her.” 

Allen  says  it  was  a somewhat 
frightening  experience.  Two  years 
before,  a BYU  professor  could  not 
break  a similar  mask  loose  from 
the  subject’s  face  with  a hammer. 
It  was  finally  pried  loose  from  the 
hair  follicles  via  razor  blades 
welded  to  a soldering  rod.  “His 
nose  and  his  lips  were  all  cut  up 
and  his  shirt  was  red,”  Allen  said. 

The  trick,  he  added, is  to  apply 
vaseline  liberally  to  the  face 
insuring  easy  lubrication  when 
taking  the  dry  masks  off. 

Having  the  masks  come  off  is 
not  always  good,  according  to 
Susie  Cottam,  20,  who  said  her 
mask  was  “really  ugly.  Without 
skin  tone  and  coloring,  a woman’s 
face  can  look  really  crude.  But 
maybe  that’s  the  point  of  this

Santa  Clara  fans  will  be 
shouting  “Encore,  encore!”  as  the 
Broncos  invade  the  Marriott 
Center  Friday  and  Saturday  nights 
at  7:30  p.m.  to  test  the  BYU 
hasketballers. 

The  Cougars  have  won  24  games 
in  a row  at  home  and  need  four 
more  Marriott  triumphs  to  break 
the  BYU  home  win  mark  of  27 
straight. 

But  in  1968,  when  the  Cats 
were  perched  atop  that  tall 
27-game  home  streak,  who  came 
out  of  the  west  to  knock  them 
off?  That’s  right,  the  Broncs. 

Although  Santa  Clara  Coach 
Carroll  Williams  calls  the  Blue 
“practically  unbeatable  at  home,” 
he  will  try  to  do  the  improbable 
with  a muscular  crew  reminiscent 
of  the  Dennis  Awtrey-Ogden 
Brothers  gang  of  1968-69. 

At  center  for  Santa  Clara  will  be 
6-10  senior  Mike  Stewart,  the 
West  Coast  Athletic  Conference’s 
Most  Valuable  Player  last  year  and 
a major  factor  in  the  Bronco’s 
second-place  finish  in  the  WCAC. 

“An  outstanding  college  player” 
with  “definite  professional 
playing  potential,”  in  the  words 
of  Southern  Cal  Coach  Bob  Boyd, 
Stewart  begins  the  season  as  the 
eighth  highest  scorer  in  Santa 
Clara  history  and  could  move  into 
second  place  behind  Awtrey  this 
year. 

The  San  Francisco  native  hit  at 
a 22.2  points  per  game  clip  last 
year  and  collected  10  rebounds 
per  game.

WASHINGTON  — President  Nixon  held  an  unexpected  second 
meeting  with  South  Vietnamese  special  envoy  Nguyen  Phu  Due  as  signs 
increased  that  a climax  is  near  on  setting  a final  allied  position  on  peace 
negotiations.  The  meeting  was  held  shortly  after  the  Pentagon  said  the 
White  House  would  make  no  more  formal  announcement  on 
withdrawal  of  U.S.  troops  from  South  Vietnam. 

Rape  suspects  released  from  jail 

VERNAL,  Utah  - The  Lander  County,  Nev.,  sheriffs  office  said 
today  it  was  releasing  two  men  arrested  as  suspects  in  a murder-rape 
case  in  Vernal,  because  the  rape  victim  failed  to  identify  them  as  the 
assailants.  A spokesman  for  the  sheriffs  office  said  the  men  and  their 
car  had  matched  the  description  of  those  wanted  in  the  killing  of  a 
Vernal  man  and  the  rape  of  his  female  companion.  The  girl  said  that  the 
men  arrested  were  not  those  who  accosted  her,  leading  to  their  release. 

IRA  cease-fire  turned  down 

DUBLIN  - The  provisional  wing  of  the  Irish  Republican  Army 
sought  a ceasefire  in  Northern  Ireland  three  times  in  the  last  two  weeks, 
but  the  British  turned  them  down,  informed  sources  reported  today; 
The  report  came  amid  more  violence  in  the  British  province  and 
growing  fears  that  a terror  campaign  by  guerillas  is  planned  in  the  Irish 
Republic. 

Kennecott  employe  listed  as  critical  after  industrial  accident 

MAGNA,  Utah  — A worker  was  critically  burned  Wednesday  when  a 
huge  ladle  of  molten  copper  spilled  on  him  as  he  worked  at  the 
Kennecott  Copper  Corp.  smelter  near  Magna,  the  company  said. 
Maxwell  W.  Steele,  50,  was  in  critical  condition  at  the  University  of 
Utah  Medical  Center  Burn  Center  with  third-degree  burns. 

No  American  casualties  reported  in  Vietnam 

SAIGON  - No  Americans  were  reported  killed  in  Vietnam  last  week, 
but  three  were  missing  or  captured,  the  U.S.  command  reported  today. 
It  was  the  first  weekly  casualty  summary  without  fatalities  since 
January  1965,  when  the  United  States  was  just  beginning  its  massive 
troop  buildup.  The  pattern  of  more  Americans  missing  than  killed  is 
likely  to  continue,  because  the  chief  U.S.  participation  in  the  war  is 
now  the  air  campaign  against  North  Vietnam. 

Move  on  to  unseat  Japanese  Prime  Minister 

TOKYO  - Japan’s  four  main  opposition  parties  want  to  form  a 
“united  front”  to  unseat  Prime  Minister  Kakuei  Tanaka’s 
Liberal-Democratic  government,  but  they  are  still  feuding  among 
themselves  as  to  who  will  be  involved  in  the  planned  coalition 
government.

Salt  Lake  County  jail 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  - A panel 
of  high  ranking  officers  has  been 
selected  to  investigate  the  quality 
of  medical  attention  in  the  Salt 
Lake  City-County  jail.  The 
investigation  was  begun  on 
request  of  Third  District  Court 
Judge  James  S.  Sawaya,  who 
received  a letter  from  seven 
inmates  complaining  of  a lack  of 
medical  attention  for  a 
62-year-old  man  in  the  jail. 

State  court  OK’s  vehicle  searches 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  - The  Utah 
Supreme  Court  has  ruled  motor 
vehicles  can  be  searched  without 
warrants  at  a time  and  place 
removed  from  the  arrest  of  an 
occupant.  The  court  said 
Wednesday  cars  can  easily  be 
transported  out  of  reach  of 
concerned  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  not  found  again.

secretary  of  State  in  President 
Nixon’s  second  administration  but 
his  top-level  staff  will  be  filled 
with  new  faces,  the  White  House 
announced  Thursday. 

Ronald  L.  Ziegler,  the 
President’s  press  secretary,  told 
reporters  that  Nixon  will  retain 
the  59-year-old  Rogers  in  the 
interest  of  continuity  in  foreign 
policy. 

Pressed  on  whether  the  decision 
to  keep  Rogers  means  that  the 
same  relationship  between  the 
White  House  and  the  State 
Department  in  making  foreign 
policy  would  continue,  Ziegler 
said: 

“Secretary  Rogers  is  a good 
friend  of  the  President.  Their 
relationship  is  pretty  well  in 
place.” 

Ziegler  announced  that  Kenneth 
Rush,  now  deputy  secretary  of 
Defense,  will  be  nominated  to 
succeed  John  N.  Irwin  II  to  be 
deputy  secretary  of  State,  the  No. 
2 man  at  the  State  Department. 

William  J.  Casey,  chairman  of 


the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission,  will  be  nominated  as 
undersecretary  for  economic 
affairs. 

Ziegler  said  that  William  J. 
Porter,  a negotiator  at  the  Paris 
peace  talks,  will  be  undersecretary 
of  State  for  political  affairs, 
succeeding  the  Veteran  U.  Alexis
